AGRA AND -MASTERMAN’S BANK. 

‘Tho case of Mr Shipman, the late mana- 
wer of the Agra and Mastertman’s Bank, 
was nut adjourned yesterday (April 21,). as 
‘tho reports furnished to the earlier editions 
of the evening papers stated. _ Mr Commis- 
sioner Wivslow suid there was no reason 
why he altould postpoue his decision, and 
accordingly he should give itat once. It ap- 
peared (the learned Commissioner said) that 
the bankrupt owed about £40,000, of which 
£32,000 was found by the Court of Chau- 
cery to be due from him for thoneys mis- 
|. appropriated for advancés made through his 
instrumentality to Mr M’Kim, The bavk- 
rupt, in an evil hour, listensd.to a proposal’ 
.taade to him, that he, being the manager, 
having the advances of the bank wider hia 
peculiar superiutendence, ‘should assist 
M’Kith by making loans on -securities to 
be deposited. For this he was to recoivo 
one half the profit, and M’Kim alone be- 
came responsible for the losses. - Advances 
to the amount of £90,000 were accordingly 
made to M'Kim,: which resulted in a loss 
to the bank of £39,000 by DM’Kim alone, 
and’a-further loss of £32,000, for which 
the bankrapt. was also responsible, .\’ No 
doubt, if the securities which wore deposit- 
ed’ as sbares in.which ‘Shipman’ was inter- 
ested had been appropriated to the pay- 
meit of Shipman’s debt the £32,000 would 
have. been materially reduced, but still it 
appeared there would have been a vory 
Jarge debt even if all the ‘securities in 
which Shipman shared had been credit- 
ed -to -his account, The advances to 
the brokers wero for seven days, or other 
short period, and his Honour. presumed it 
was the duty of tlie manayer to call in those 
Joana. Tn this respect the bankrupt owed

LOCIS NAPOLEON'S ESCAPE FROM 
THE PRISON OF HAM, 

M. Vermorel has just published a’ book 
about the men of 1851, It contains a very 
curious letter, which, though not new, will 
bo read with interest,’ It was addressed to 
the editor of the Progres du pas de Calais 
by the present Emperor of the French, ‘and 
gives an account, of bié escape from . the 
fortreas of Ham :—‘* My dear Monsieur 
Degeorge,—My, desire to sev my father 
once more befere his déath has led me to 
embark on the boldest advonturo I ever 
attempted ; one which taxed my courage 
and resolution far more than Boulogne or 
Strasbourg, for [ was determined-not to 
subject myself tothe ridiowle. which at- 
taches to those who allow. themselves to be 
‘captured in a coatume not their’ own, and 


But here are the details of my oscape, 
You know that the fortress’ is” kept 


a body-guard of- sixty mon who were 
stationed as sentries witlin and with- 
out the fortress ; moreover, the gate of: the 
prison was kept."by threo jailers, two of 
whom were constantly on duty. . It was, 
therefore, reyuisite to pass these. in the 
first place, then cross the inner yard, undor. 
the windows of the commander's lodging ; 
then pass a -wicket where an ‘orderly and 
a sergeant were covstantly on duty, sup-} 
ported by a gatekeeper, a sentry, and a 
guard of thirty men. Having resolved not 
to tamper with any: of these people, I was 
nattirally compelled to asiume a disguise. | 
Now, as several of the rooms in the part of | 
the building which I occupied were being ; 
repaired, it was easy enonyh to procure a 

workman’s dreis. My good aud worthy" 
Charles Thelin got me a Dlouse and wooden 

shoes. I cut off my monstaches, and took . 
up a plank on my shoulder. On the Mon- 

day morning, I saw the workmen coming 

to-their -work at ‘six in the morning, As | 
soon ag they commenced operations Charles 


Thelin, to get them ont of my way, took 


them into a roora to have something to 
drink, and invited one of the keopers to | 
joiu them, whilst Dr Conneau was chatting | 
with the others in my room. « However,-' 
I had hardly enierged’ from wy bed. | 
room when I- was hailed by one of the’ 
worknen, who tovk me for one of his com- ! 
rades ; at the foot of the stairs I éame’ 
plump on one of the keepers, but escaped ' 
by putting the plank before his face, and I 
veached the courtyard holding the plank ‘aé | 
& screen between myself-and all whom I 
inet. On passing before the first sentinel | 


dishonour myself ; finally, it was necossary’- 
that I should be atimulated -by the desire 
to ry all moaus to console my father-in his 
old age. Adieu, my dear Mf.: Degeorge, 
Although frea, I feel very miserable, 
Accept my dear friendship, and, if you can, 
endeavour’ te ‘be useful: to my good Con- 
-Deau.—ITouis Narongoy.” :

Voyage, got signal that something had hap- 
fened which was to give them fresdom, 
That something was.that Gordon was hang. 
ed. So far’ that little candle threw its 
beains.  Iamtold, and'I believe, that when 
that poor wretch was under sentence of 
death, his friends” kept: him in liquor to 
the moment vf his death—so anxious were 
they lest he should complicate some of them 
by a confession. And when’ he was dead 
they celebrated his death in the last great 
orgy of the slave trade—in one drunken 
feast they held together~so rejoiced Were 
they that they had escaped his tustimony.
